Wilson, instructor for Taylor, stated 
th at he handled the ship in fine 
m anner and made an excellent land­ 
ing a t the field. 
Paul has been W ilson’s “handy 
m an” at the airport for the past 
live years and is well known to all 
of the pilots and steady port vis­ 
itors. 
Wilson has skillfully taught Tay­ 


lor all of the required m aneuvers 
of 
an 
airplane, including 
forced 
landings, spins, slips, stalls and the 
like. 
These maneuvers, along with 
eight hours of dual instruction, are 
now required before a student is 
perm itted to solo. 
Saturday 
a f t e r n o o n 
Taylor 
climbed into a flight training ship 
at the airport and taxied down the 
field and took off in expert fashion. 
Climbing above the field, Taylor 
flew about for 15 m inutes before 
bringing the airplane to earth.

LOUISVILLE. K y , Feb. 6,—As the 
spreading waters drove thousands of 
families from their lowland homes 
along a 250-mile front, the Ohio 
river today inched slowly into flood 
j stage at Louisville, scene of the 1937 
disaster. 
The th reat of further rain today 
brought the prediction th a t a 34- 
foot crest would be reached before 
colder weather sets in tomorrow. 
Flood stage is 28 feet which was 
reached last night at 7 p. m„ as the 
river continued to rise at the rate of 
one-tenth of an inch an hour. 
The 34-foot level, although h arm ­ 
ful to riverbank districts, would still 
be far below* the 57.1 foot crest 
reached in the raging 1937 flood. 
6000 Families Out 
Approximately 6.000 families have 
already 
been 
driven 
from 
their 
homes along the Ohio or its tribu­ 
taries in the past five days in K en­ 
tucky. Ohio. West Virginia and Ten- 
tessee. according to the Red Cross. 
At least nine persons have lost 
their lives by drowming or by acci­ 
dents attributed to the flood and 
property loss was estim ated in ex­ 
cess of $1.250.000. 
W ith the waters rising, com m uni­ 
ties along the river began organiz­ 
ing flood committees to assist the 
Red Cross and quiet fears of the 
residents, th at w'ere heightened over 
the weekend with flurries of false 
rumors. 
May Have 30,000 Refugees

HE NEEDN’T RETURN CALL 


The protocol experts of the state departm ent are the boys who 
have to figure out who goes in to dinner ahead of whom, and sim ilar 
tough problems. 
But, once in a while, tjie protocol experts find relief ¿ag in 
in a higher question of international etiquette. 
They have just arrived 
a t an answer to such a question; and it is a m uch more interesting prob­ 
lem than the protocol boys usually are called on to work out. 
Indeed, 
it is a precedent-setter. 
The question is this: 
Does courtesy require President Roosevelt 
to return the visit which King George VI and Queen Elizabeth of Eng­ 
land are going to make in June? 
The protocol experts’ answer is no. 
Here is why: 1—The visit is not being made directly to the United 
States, but is a sort of by-visit to the m ajor one which the royal couple 
is making to Canada; 2—A king and queen have all the years of their 
reign to make an official visit, whereas a president has only a limited 
term ; 3—The president combines in his position the functions of a 
king and a prime m inister, and the prime m inisterial functions neces­ 
sarily keep him at his post. 
The experts add that there is nothing to prevent Mr. Roosevelt 
from visiting the king and queen in England after he returns to private 
life. 
As gentlemen of diplomatic training, of course, they give no hint 
as to when they expect th at to come to pass.

It has made the 
owners of savings deposits and insurance policies the “forgotten people,” 
t»n whom up to $800.000.000 of “invisible taxes ‘ are levied each year. 
He 
stated that 44,000,000 depositors alone have been forced to accept a 
reduction of around 50 per cent m the income received from their sav­ 
ings. in order that the government can finance its gigantic spending 
program with securities bearing an excessively low rate of interest. 
Com m enting on this, the New York Herald Tribune observes th at 
“only a few years ago the man who wanted to put something aside 
against the time when he would not be able to earn a living any longer 
could expect from 4 to 5 per cent on his savings with complete safety. 
Today the best he can expect is half th at return. 
This m eans th a t the 
m an who could assure himself at least a living income in his old age 
by saving, say $25.000. now has to save just twice th at am ount to pro­ 
duce the same annuity.” 
“Cheap m oney” is as disastrous as abnorm ally low prices for farm 
crops. The governm ent's present policy works to elim inate returns from 
savings on the one hand and boost the cost of living on the other. 
We have heard m uch criticism of the banks for drastically cut­ 
ting the interest paid cm deposits, 
But it is obvious th a t no baV< ran 
m aintain its interest rate when return from its investm ents is going 
steadily down from causes beyond its control. 
Governm ent policy is 
responsible for cheapening money to such an extent th at few can look 
forward to an old age in which they can be comfortably supported by in ­ 
come from invested savings.

In 12 years of competition with 
district colleges and many of the 
strongest teams in the East, the Ti­ 
tans have won 196 and lost 46 out 
of 242 games played. 
Best sea on 
was 1931, when Westminster lost 
only one game; and the worst sea­ 
son in 1937 when the Titans won 
14 out of 21 games. 
Eight times 
the Blue and White have been con­ 
ference 
champions; 
four 
times 
Pittsburgh district champs, in com­ 
petition with Duquesne, Pitt and 
Tech. 
Coached 10 years by John Law - 
ther, now Penn State mentor, the 
Titans once specialized in tail men, 
a shifting zone defense, and a slow, 
deliberate offensive. 
Under pres­ 
ent Coach Grover C. Washabaugh, 
however, a man-for-man type of 
play has been substituted, with a 
fast-breaking offensive and rapid- 
action passing and cut ring into op­ 
position territory. 
In 12 years 25 Titan players have 
won ali-conlerence first and sec­ 
ond places. 14 have been placed on 
all-district teams; and three have 
been mentioned for all-eastern and 
all-American teams, i n c l u d i n g 
Babe ' O Donovan and Wes Ben­ 
nett. 
Bennett, who played on Titan 
courts 1932-36, was the nations

In 1935 Westminster

Bennett as captain of the gold- 
medai team and Henry Hunne^t 
as captain of fhe silver medal five. 
Basketball has b*en played 
at 
Westminster 
for 43 years, since 
1896; and the first intercollegiate 
ball was played at the Titan insti­ 
tution in 1898, when Westminster 
defeated Geneva. 21-4. 
Westminster plays ju-t average 
football, but gets fighting mad over 
its basketball, even to the point of 
calling a student strike in 1936 over 
the ineligibility of a border-line 
care concerning Center Pau. Backus. 
Almost the entire student body has 
waited many times, in cold and 
rainy weather, to welcome back a 
winning team from a Pitt or Tech 
game. Twice in the last five years 
the heavy rope used in ringing the 
victory bell in Old Main tower has 
been broken. 
The Titans will lose no men at 
the end of the 1938-39 season and 
only Captain Mel Miller is slated 
to leave at the end of the 1940 year. 
Of 15 men on this year’s squad, 
right are freshmen, and of the first 
eight choices for varsity use five 
are first-year men. 
With a surplus of reserve mate­ 
rial. a young team, and a tradition 
of 12 years oi high-class basketball 
behind them, the Titans are settling 
down to a two-year intensive attack 
on the riiht to go to the Sugar 
Bowl basketball game for 1939 or 
1940.
